Lexington Firm To 
Build Hazard Utility 

Hazard, Ky., Aug. 6 — The 
City of Hazard has agreed to 
accept a contract with the Mc- 
Graw Engineering Company of 
Lexington for construction of a

For the first time in history, a 
vaccine is protecting millions of 
human beings from paralytic 
polio. While the Salk vaccine 
will not work im every case, 
American children are being 
safeguarded against the dread 
disease, with no more risk than 
they would take in a vaccination 
against smallpox or a typhoid 
shot. The Salk vaccine must pass 
elaborate tests under the watch- 
ful eye of a government inspec- 
tor at every stage of production. 
Then the final packaged vaccine 
is approved by the U.S. Public 
Health Service for distribution. 
Here are shown a few of the steps 
that assure American parents 
their children are being given a 
safe vaccine.
